D.C. : 

Since no rmioney has as yet been 
‘spent on actual construction of 
‘the San Antonio dam _ project, 
‘there is no likelihood of wor! be- 
ing instituted this year. So far, 
“work has not gone beyond the sur- 
vey stage. Army engineers have 
conducted exploratory work dig- 
ging test holes for compiling data 
‘on dam specifications. 


BUDGET LIMIT 

Due to budget limitations, work 
‘js, therefore, not now expected to 
‘be started on San Antonio dam, 
since it was previously listed as 
not started due to lack of funds. 

Drastic curtailment of new 
work on all California flood con- 
trol projects is indicated in the 
budget which President Roosevelt 
has sent to Congress. But lim- 
ited appropriations for mainten- 
ance of existing projects are ex: 
pected. Prado dam is one of these 
with an appropriation of $15,000.

Grand Jury Report Should Mean 
Something to the Public 

Issuance of an. annual report by a county grand jury 
should receive more than passing interest. What is in the 
report should be of vital interest to every resident of this 


county. 
The grand jurors are laymen representing every resi- 
dent and taxpayer in this county. In performing their 


duties. members of the jury are given every possible oppor- 
tunity to study every phase of governmental affairs and to 
analyze the work of public officials. 

The general public is justified, we believe, in 
grand jury report as fair, unbiased and just. 
matter of insufficient time to enable laymen to 
affairs.

Even though the jurors’ time is limited, they nevertheless, 
during a very close contact with the courthouse personnel, 
can obtain a fairly good analysis of what is going on and 
who, if anyone, may be responsible for possible inefficiency. 

The following is one of the vital paragraphs in the 
1940 grand jury’s annual report filed this week with the 
superior court: ‘“‘With the exception of those offices spec- 
ifically mentioned in this report, we believe, generally speak- 
ing, that the affairs of the county are satisfactorily ad- 
ministéred.’’ 

About half of the report eonecerned the vice conditions 
in the city of San Bernardino. The jury’s attention was 
eentered on San Bernardino several weeks ago. A ‘‘clean 
up’’ followed. Among those arrested in the ‘‘clean up’’ 
were three men, who were given jail terms, 

Three weeks later, however, two of the three men were 
paroled by District Attorney Jerome Kavanaugh, Sheriff 
Emmett L. Shay, San Bernardino Police Chief Allen and 
Justice Court Judge Wickizer. 

The grand jury members criticized the officials for grant- 
ing this parole. 

The county welfare department received some space in 
the unusually brief jury report. It noted the increase in 
departmental expenditures—and it noted that a new man- 
aget had been appuinted for the department—‘‘a move which 
the grand jury recommended’”’. 

Consideration should be given the establishment of a 
‘*juvenile forestry camp” fér young offenders, according to 
the report.

offered by the grand jurors. 
As to salaries, the grand jurors believe the county em- 


ployes are being paid enough, in fact ‘“‘higher than those 
paid in private industry for the same class of work’. 

The policy of an official receiving two salaries is frown- 
ed upon by the jurors. Here are the jurors’ words about this 
matter: ‘‘While there may be technical justification for a 
county official receiving compensation other than that vot- 
ed him by the people, this grand jury believes it is a dan- 
gerous precedent to establish and may result in various of- 
ficials feeling justified in taking advantage of ambiguous 
laws to retain fees and receive compensation other than the 


salaries authorized by the county charter.”’
